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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
WHITBY  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

1956  was  a  year  of  planning  after  the  achievement 
of  the  Council’s  Regional  Water  Scheme.  The  principal 
water  supply  problems  having  been  dealt  with,  the 
Council  turned  its  attention  to  sewerage  schemes.  The 
first  results  of  their  deliberations  began  to  be  apparent 
in  Aislaby  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  by  the  time 
this  Report  is  published  there  will  be  other  visible 
evidence  of  their  work  during  1956. 

One  of  their  other  serious  problems  has  been  coast 
erosion,  so  serious  as  to  threaten  the  very  existence  of 
such  famous  beauty  spots  as  Runswick  Bay  and  Robin 
Hood’s  Bay  villages. 

The  threat  to  close  the  Egton  Bridge  toll  road 
throws  a  sharp  light  on  the  lack  of  a  good  low  level 
road,  very  striking  to  one  who  has  spent  many  hours 
cycling  in  the  Pennine  dales.  This  district’s  principal 
hope  of  progress  would  seem  to  lie  in  providing  more 
dormitory  accommodation  for  workers  on  Tees-side, 
and,  for  this,  mains  water  and  sewerage  and  a  good 
winter  road  would  be  required  in  or  for  that  part  of  the 
district  likely  to  develop  in  this  way.

The  duties  of  Health  Visitors  include  the  visiting 
of  homes  for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care 
of  young  children.  It  is  their  duty  to  visit  every  home 
where  there  is  a  child  below  school  age,  so  that  the 
mother  may  be  encouraged  to  discuss  even  the  most 
trivial  worry  with  the  Health  Visitor,  who  may  then 
reassure  her,  or  get  her  to  seek  expert  advice. 
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In  addition,  they  visit  and  advise  expectant  or 
nursing  mothers,  persons  suffering  from  illness,  includ¬ 
ing  tuberculosis,  and  aged  persons. 


(e)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation  are  undertaken  by 
the  family  doctors,  but  when  more  convenient  to 
mothers  they  attend  either  the  nearest  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  or  at  the  Clinic,  Grape  Lane,  Whitby.  During 
the  year  under  review  the  numbers  dealt  with  in  the 
combined  area,  Whitby  Rural  and  Urban  Districts,  were 
as  follows: —

1,330  children  born  from  1947-54  were  registered  for 
vaccination  against  poliomyelitis,  but  owing  to 
restricted  supplies  of  vaccine  very  few  children  had 
received  their  two  injections  by  the  end  of  1956. 


(f)  Ambulance  Service. 

One  large  ambulance  and  two  light  ambulances 
(utilicons)  are  now  housed  in  a  garage  off  Stakesby 
Road,  Whitby. 

Occasionally  Miss  Bruce  and  her  helpers  in  the 
Hospital  Car  Service  have  helped  the  ambulance 
service,  and  assistance  has  also  been  given  by  members 
of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 


(g)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care. 

An  active  Voluntary  Care  Committee  serves  the 
needs  of  the  area,  its  chief  functions  being  to  provide 
extra  nourishment,  clothing,  bedding,  medical  comforts, 
nursing  equipment,  etc.,  and  to  do  everything  possible 
for  the  welfare  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
and  other  illnesses. 
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(h)  Domestic  Help  Service. 

Helps  are  provided  when  necessary,  and  10  cases 
in  the  Rural  District  received  assistance  during  1956. 

Payment  for  the  service  of  a  domestic  help  depends 
on  income,  and  necessary  expenses,  and  varies  from  a 
possible  full  rate  of  3s.  Od.  an  hour  to  a  free  service. 

(i)  Mental  Health  Service. 

The  Mental  Health  Services  are  administered  by 
the  County  Council.  The  Duly  Authorised  Officer  for 
the  area  is  Mr.  T.  R.  Groves,  District  Welfare  Officer, 
Grape  Lane,  Whitby.  Tel.  No.  Whitby  235. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Care  Committee,  Mr.  K. 
Birdsall,  has  kindly  prepared  the  following  extract 
from  his  Annual  Report: —

Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Ostergard  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District  and  on  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector’s  Department  for  the  year  1956. 

Water  supplies  gave  little  trouble,  and  the 
Council’s  Regional  Water  Scheme  functioned  satis¬ 
factorily  apart  from  a  few  instances  of  low  pressure, 
mainly  due  to  furred-up  water  mains  which  are 
scheduled  for  renewal.  Six  remote  farms  at  Tranmire 
were  linked  to  the  Regional  Water  Scheme. 

The  year  was  noteworthy  for  a  start  on  the 
Council’s  heavy  sewerage  programme,  and  the  sewering 
of  Aislaby  village  was  well  advanced  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  This  is  the  first  major  scheme  to  be  carried  out 
since  1938,  but  it  is  intended  that  the  programme  shall 
be  continuous  and  that  one  unsewered  village  after 
another  shall  be  sewered  until  the  programme  is  com¬ 
pleted. 

The  Refuse  Collection  Service  was  extended  to 
Danby  Dale,  giving  a  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  to 
a  further  4  houses  and  8  farms. 

30  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year  (18  by 
the  Council  and  12  by  private  enterprise),  5  unfit 
houses  were  demolished,  2  unfit  houses  were  closed,  and 
26  houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of  Improvement 
Grants,  the  grants  totalling  £5,146  17s. 

An  Order  made  under  Section  41  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955,  made  compulsory  the  use  of  designated 
milk  throughout  the  district.  This  created  milk  supply 
difficulties  in  some  of  the  smaller  and  more  isolated 
villages,  and  the  Ministry  concerned  had  to  waive  the 
requirements  of  the  Order  in  these  cases. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  came  into 
force  on  1st  January,  1956.  Food  hygiene  propaganda 
is  now  having  some  effect,  as  evidenced  by  the  number

of  inquiries  received  from  food  traders.  A  survey  of 
food  premises  commenced  during  the  year. 

Under  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  (Change  of  Designa¬ 
tion)  Act,  1956,  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  now  to  be 
designated  Public  Health  Inspectors.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


General. 

There  were  no  shortages  of  water  in  the  area 
supplied  by  the  Council’s  Regional  Water  Scheme  apart 
from  minor  and  unavoidable  interruptions  due  to  burst 
water  mains  and  service  pipes.  Reports  were  received 
of  poor  pressure  at  Mickleby,  Roxby  and  Port  Mul- 
grave.  Remedial  measures  were  undertaken,  but  at 
Long  Row,  Port  Muigrave,  it  will  be  necessary  to  renew 
the  old  furred-up  2in.  diameter  water  main  before  the 
position  is  satisfactory. 

Of  the  22  parishes  in  the  Rural  District,  21  have 
piped  water  supplies,  14  being  supplied  by  the  Council, 
4  by  private  undertakings,  and  3  by  both  the  Council 
and  privately.  The  remaining  parish,  Hutton  Muigrave, 
consists  mainly  of  farms  in  one  ownership  and  the 
Estate  concerned  has  provided  piped  supplies  to  these 
farms  by  means  of  individual  and  grouped  water 
schemes. 

Extensions,  etc. 

(a)  Tranmire. 

The  Regional  Water  Scheme  was  extended  to  6 
farms  in  the  Tranmire  area.  2,020  yds.  of  3in.  dia.  cast 
iron  and  250  yds.  of  ljin.  dia.  polythene  pipes  were 
laid. 
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(b)  Staithes. 

580  yds.  of  3in  dia.  cast  iron  pipes  were  laid  from 
Dalehouse  to  Staithes  to  replace  the  existing  ljin.  dia. 
pipe,  and  so  improve  the  supply  to  Staithes. 

(c)  Cowbar. 

173  yds.  of  Sin.  dia.  cast  iron  pipes  were  laid  at 
Cowbar  to  replace  the  existing  ljin.  dia.  pipe  and  so 
improve  the  supply  to  Cowbar,  which  is  in  the  area  of 
the  Loftus  Urban  District  Council  but  is  supplied  with 
water  by  this  Council. 


(d)  Robin  Hood’s  Bay. 

180  yds.  of  4in.  cast  iron  pipes  were  laid  at  the 
bank  top  to  divert  the  existing  water  main  which  was 
endangered  by  cliff  movement  and  subsidence.

33  houses  were  connected  to  the  Council’s  water 
mains  and  5  to  the  mains  of  private  water  undertakings. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  approximately  3,525  houses  were 
on  main  water  supplies,  either  publicly  or  privately 
owned,  representing  about  79  per  cent,  of  the  total 
number  of  houses  in  the  district.  The  remainder,  about 
924,  are  mostly  isolated  houses  and  farms  which  have 
their  own  private  supplies.  Only  a  very  few  houses  are 
supplied  by  public  standpipe.

Most  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  due  to 
repeated  sampling  of  a  few  polluted  springs.  Where 
polluted  supplies  were  discovered,  the  necessary  steps 
were  taken  to  make  them  safe  or  to  provide  alternative 
supplies.  None  of  the  major  supplies  was  found  to  be 
seriously  polluted.  The  Regional  Water  Scheme, 
Goathland  Water  Scheme  and  the  supply  of  the  Whitby 
Waterworks  Company,  which  serves  part  of  the  Rural 
District,  are  chlorinated  all  the  year  round.  The 
Regional  and  Goathland  Schemes  are  also  filtered,  and 
the  Regional  Scheme  water  is  treated  to  counteract 
possible  plumbo-solvency.

From  the  foregoing  lists  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Council  has  a  heavy  programme  of  sewerage  works 
ahead.  No  schemes  have  been  carried  out  since  1938, 
but  a  start  has  now  been  made  in  earnest  and  the 
Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor  (J.  Kennell,  Esq., 
A.M.I.C.E.,  M.I.Mun.E.)  has  prepared  schemes  for 
Aislaby,  Ugthorpe,  Stainsacre,  Lythe,  Newholm,  Egton, 
Egton  Bridge,  Grosmont  and  Glaisdale. 

At  Aislaby  work  commenced  on  the  sewerage 
scheme  and  was  well  advanced  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Extensions,  etc. 

(a)  Robin  Hood’s  Bay. 

The  sewer  had  to  be  diverted  at  the  bank  top  due 
to  cliff  movement  and  subsidence,  involving  the 
laying  of  122  yds.  of  9in.  dia.  glazed  stoneware 
pipes. 

(b)  Staithes. 

170  yds.  of  15in.  dia.  cast  iron  outfall  sewer  was 

relaid. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Most  of  the  existing  dry  closets  cannot  be  con¬ 
verted  to  water  closets  because  of  lack  of  sewerage 
schemes,  but  where  a  piped  water  supply  and  sewer  are 
available  owners  are  asked  to  effect  conversions.  The 
Council  makes  a  grant  of  £5  in  respect  of  each  conver¬ 
sion.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  Collection  Service 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  2  lorries 
and  8  men  being  employed.  Gross  mileage  travelled  by 
lorries  was  20,436,  compared  with  21,693  for  1955.  The 
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reduction  in  mileage  is  because  the  lorries,  which  were 
renewed  towards  the  end  of  1955,  are  of  larger  carrying 
capacity  than  those  they  replaced.  The  lorries  are 
Diesel-engined  and  travel  an  average  of  14.5  miles  per 
gallon  compared  with  9  miles  per  gallon  for  the  petrol- 
engined  lorries  used  previously. 

The  service  undertakes  the  emptying  of  dustbins  and 
closet  pails,  which  is  done  by  the  same  vehicle  at  the 
same  time,  the  lorries  being  fitted  with  water-tight  rear 
doors. 

During  the  year  a  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  was 
commenced  in  Danby  Dale,  thus  extending  the  service 
to  a  further  4  houses  and  8  farms. 

All  villages  and  hamlets  in  the  Rural  District  have 
a  collection  of  refuse  of  a  frequency  as  stated  below: —

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  the 
year  ended  March  31st,  1957,  was  £5,629,  equal  to  a  rate 
of  Is.  2Jd.  in  the  £. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

This  is  mainly  by  tipping  at  two  tips,  one  man 
being  employed.  A  small  proportion  of  refuse  (18  per 
cent.)  is  dealt  with  at  the  refuse  disposal  works  of  the 
Whitby  Urban  District  Council.  The  proportion  of 
refuse  disposed  of  at  each  place  is  stated  below: —

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The  amount  of  refuse  disposed  of  (889  loads)  com¬ 
pares  with  1,043  loads  in  1955.  The  reduction  (154 
loads)  is  due  to  larger  capacity  lorries  being  employed 
and  not  to  any  diminution  in  the  volume  of  refuse 
collected,  which  continues  to  increase.  This  increase 
is  due  to  the  building  of  new  houses  and  to  the 
increased  output  of  refuse  from  individual  houses. 

Salvage. 

Salvage  work  is  undertaken  in  conjunction  with 
the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse.  The  following 
table  shows  the  weight  and  value  of  the  various  items 
of  salvage  sold  during  the  year: —

Street  Sweeping. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  workmen  at 
Staithes,  Hinderwell,  Runswick  Bay  and  Robin  Hood’s 
Bay,  and  is  supplementary  to  that  carried  out  by  the 
County  Council  as  the  Highway  Authority,  and  which 
is  on  a  diminishing  scale. 

Public  Conveniences. 

Public  conveniences  were  built  at  Lealholm  during 
the  year.  Requests  for  similar  facilities  at  Egton, 
Egton  Bridge,  Goathland,  Runswick  Bank  Top  and 
Westerdale  have  been  received  from  the  Parish 
Councils  concerned.  The  provision  of  public  conveni¬ 
ences  generally  is  mainly  to  meet  the  needs  of  summer 
visitors  to  the  Rural  District,  the  major  portion  of 
which  lies  in  the  North  Yorkshire  Moors  National  Park. 
As  the  conveniences  are  not  self-supporting,  the  local 
ratepayers  have  the  doubtful  privilege  of  making  good 
the  deficiency,  estimated  to  be  equal  to  a  2d.  rate  at 
present. 
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The  Council  already  has  provided  and  maintains 
Public  Conveniences  at  Staithes  (2),  Hinderwell, 
Runswick  Bay,  Robin  Hood’s  Bay  (2),  Fylingthorpe, 
Sleights,  Glaisdale,  Danby  and  Castleton.  There  are 
also  Public  Conveniences  at  East  Row  and  Sandsend 
which  are  provided  and  maintained  by  the  Mulgrave 
Estate. 


HOUSING. 


Rural  Housing  Survey. 

The  Survey  was  completed  during  1949  and 
extended  to  all  houses  (other  than  agricultural 
dwellings)  with  a  rateable  value  up  to  £26.  The  Survey 
records  are  kept  up-to-date  as  far  as  possible  and  the 
position  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  given  below: —

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DETAILS  OF  SANITATION. 
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The  figures  in  brackets  show  the  position  when  the 
Survey  was  completed  in  1949,  and  indicate  that  there 
has  been  a  slow  but  steady  improvement  in  the  sanita¬ 
tion  of  the  houses  generally  since  then.  The  number  of 
houses  without  internal  water  supply,  sinks,  baths  and 
water  closets  will  be  reduced  as  sewerage  schemes 
become  available. 
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Unfit  Houses. 

There  were  256  Class  V.  houses  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  compared  with  263  at  the  end  of  1955.  Many  of 
these  are  week-end  houses  used  for  holiday  purposes 
only,  and  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  replace  them  with 
new  houses. 

Demolitions. 

Five  houses  were  demolished.  Two  formed  the 
Church  Street,  Staithes,  Clearance  Order  1938,  two 
houses  were  in  King  Street,  Robin  Hood’s  Ray,  and  had 
become  dangerous  due  to  cliff  subsidence;  the  remain¬ 
ing  house,  Peat  Cottage,  Egton  Bridge,  was  the  subject 
of  a  Demolition  Order. 

Closing  Orders. 

Closing  orders  were  made  by  agreement  with  the 
owner  on  Nos.  1  and  2,  Waterloo  Cottages,  Ruswarp, 
the  tenants  having  previously  been  re-housed  by  the 
Council.  It  is  intended  that  when  all  4  houses  in  this 
block  have  been  vacated  the  property  will  be  used  for 
agricultural  purposes  only. 

Repairs  and  Improvements. 

26  houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of  Improve¬ 
ment  Grants,  an  increase  of  2  compared  with  1955.  A 
further  10  houses  were  repaired  as  a  result  of  informal 
action. 

Overcrowding. 

All  known  overcrowding  cases  were  reviewed,  the 
number  remaining  on  the  Register  at  the  year  end 
being  10.  Two  illegal  cases  of  overcrowding  which 
occurred  during  the  year  were  abated  without  the 
Council  having  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings. 

Movable  Dwellings. 

There  are  17  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  area, 
accommodating  a  maximum  of  381  movable  dwellings. 
In  addition,  licences  were  issued  to  station  a  further  42 
individual  dwellings  on  separate  sites.  The  dwellings 
are  mostly  trailer  caravans  and  tents  used  for  holiday 
purposes.  Only  3  caravans  were  occupied  on  a  perma¬ 
nent  basis,  2  being  occupied  by  single  persons  only  and 
one  by  a  married  couple.  The  number  of  trailer 
caravans,  etc.,  used  for  holiday  purposes  continues  to 
increase,  indicating  the  popularity  of  this  form  of 
holiday. 
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New  Houses. 

30  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  18  by 
the  Council  and  12  by  private  enterprise. 

Council  House  Applications. 

There  were  82  applications  on  the  Register  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  of  which  24  were  from  outside  the 
Council’s  district.  The  corresponding  figures  at  the  end 
of  1955  were  51  and  15,  respectively.  The  Register  is 
revised  annually  by  writing  to  all  applicants. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
Milk. 

There  are  13  milk  distributors  and  3  dairies  regis¬ 
tered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949.  In 
addition  there  are  approximately  32  producer-retailers 
who  are  registered  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food. 

On  1st  October,  1956,  this  district  was  included  in  a 
specified  area  for  the  compulsory  use  of  designated 
milk  by  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified 
Areas)  (No.  2)  Order,  1956,  made  under  Section  41  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  As  anticipated  in  the  1955 
Annual  Report,  difficulty  arose  over  the  supply  of 
designated  milk  to  some  of  the  smaller  and  more 
isolated  villages,  and  it  was  necessary  for  the  Ministry 
to  grant  consents  to  retail  non-designated  milk  in  5 
such  villages. 

The  Order  also  had  the  effect  of  reducing  the 
number  of  producer-retailers  from  54  to  32.  The 
remarkable  situation  has  now  arisen  that  villagers  who 
are  surrounded  by  milk-producing  farms  have  to  watch 
locally-produced  milk,  which  they  are  unable  to 
purchase  either  because  the  farmers  do  not  retail  or 
because  the  milk  is  undesignated,  leave  for  a  central 
dairy  up  to  16  miles  away,  from  which  it  returns  the 
following  day  duly  pasteurised  and  bottled  to  be  sold  to 
them  by  the  local  milk  distributor.  Sometimes  this 
milk  is  several  days  old  before  it  reaches  the  consumer. 

Graded  Milk. 

There  were  146  licensed  producers  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  Milk  at  the  end  of  the  year,  an  increase  of  19 
over  the  previous  year. 
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43  Dealers’  Licences  were  granted  by  the  Council 
under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations, 
1949,  authorising  the  use  of  the  special  designations 
“Tuberculin  Tested”  (17),  “Pasteurised”  (17),  and 
“Sterilised”  (9),  an  increase  of  15  over  the  previous 
year. 


Ice  Cream. 

Two  premises  were  registered  for  the  manufacture, 
storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream  under  Section  16  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  In  both  cases  the  ice-cream 
is  manufactured  under  the  “cold-mix”  system.  In  addi¬ 
tion.  53  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  ice-cream.  The  bulk  of  the  ice-cream  sold  in  the 
district  is  manufactured  elsewhere  and  consists  mainly 
of  well-known  makes. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  7  licensed  slaughterhouses  and  one 
small  bacon  factory  supplying  fresh  meat,  bacon  and 
ham  to  the  Rural  District  and  to  certain  areas  outside. 
It  is  impossible  for  your  two  Inspectors  to  be  present 
on  all  occasions  when  slaughtering  takes  place  simul¬ 
taneously  at  several  different  premises  miles  apart  from 
each  other  and  often  in  the  evenings,  including 
Sundays,  but  as  many  carcases  are  seen  as  possible, 
particularly  of  cattle  and  pigs,  and  all  casualties. 

The  number  of  meat  inspection  visits  (820)  was  a 
record,  as  was  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
(9,645).  These  visits  amounted  to  almost  one  third  of 
the  total  visits  made  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors. 
This  disproportionate  amount  of  time  spent  on  meat 
inspection  can  only  be  curtailed  by  a  reduction  in  the 
number  of  slaughterhouses,  i.e.,  by  a  return  to  some 
form  of  central  slaughtering.

The  quantity  of  unfit  food  of  various  kinds 
condemned  during  the  year  is  given  below.  The 
amount  of  meat  and  offals  condemned  continues  to 
decline,  mainly  due  to  the  decrease  in  the  number  of 
casualty  animals  slaughtered,  which  was  1  per  cent,  of 
the  total  slaughtering  compared  with  1.34  per  cent,  in 
1955. 
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Condemned  meat  and  offals  are  disposed  of  by  the 
butchers  concerned  by  burning,  burying,  or  to  hound 

kennels,  and  for  processing  to  waste  food  reclamation 

firms.

Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  8  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district, 
including  one  bacon  factory.  All  are  small  premises,  in 
most  cases  attached  to  the  village  butcher’s  shop,  and 
slaughtering  takes  place  usually  once  or  twice  each 
week.  At  the  Egton  slaughterhouse,  which  serves 
several  butchers  and  also  the  wholesale  trade, 
slaughtering  takes  place  most  evenings  in  the  week. 

Slaughtermen. 

There  are  79  slaughtermen  licensed  under  Section 
3  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts  1933  and  1954, 
mostly  for  the  purpose  of  slaughtering  cottagers’  pigs. 

Food  Premises. 

A  survey  of  food  premises  was  commenced  under 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955.  It  was  pleasing  to 
see  the  interest  taken  in  the  new  Regulations  by  food 
traders  generally,  some  of  whom  approached  your 
Public  Health  Inspectors  as  soon  as  they  were  aware  of 
the  new  legislation  and  enquired  what  improvements 
were  needed  to  their  premises.  The  premises  inspected 
so  far  have  shown  a  reasonably  good  standard,  the 
main  defect  being  lack  of  a  constant  hot  water  supply. 
There  has  been  little  difficulty  in  obtaining  necessary 
improvements  and  the  food  traders  generally  have  been 
co-operative.

Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  employs  a  full-time  Rodent  Operative. 
All  villages  are  surveyed  in  rotation  and  all  infesta¬ 
tions  of  rats  and  mice  discovered  or  reported  are 
attended  to.  57  infestations  were  dealt  with,  involving 
97  treatments  in  all,  and  a  total  of  853  visits  were  made. 
A  maintenance  treatment  of  sewerage  systems  found  to 
be  infested  in  the  previous  year  was  carried  out  at 
Fylingthorpe,  Staithes  and  Hinderwell  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

Factories.

There  are  30  Factories  on  the  Register,  of  which  26 
use  mechanical  power  and  4  do  not.  All  the  factories 
consist  of  small  village  businesses.  21  inspections  were 
made,  and  two  cases  of  insufficient  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  which  were  referred  by  H.M.  Factories 
Inspector,  were  remedied,  as  was  one  case  of  uncleanli¬ 
ness.  There  are  no  Out-workers  in  the  district.
